lie felt lie could spare from his other 


work. 


Born a slave on a V irg in ia p lan ta­ 


tion, Booker T. W ashington now oc­ 


cupies a place among the foremost 


men of tin* age. 
He is the child of a 


m ulatto 
slave and a white 
man. 


There is no definite 
record o f his 


birth, hut 
is js 
believed 
to have 


taken place in 185#.

youth he 
worked as a

In 187U he obtained an appointment 


as instru ctor in the Ham pton I n s t i ­ 


tute, where he met with his first suc­ 


c e s s along

lines. 
He 


showed both efficiency and originali­ 


ty in directing the school work of 


seventv-five Indians in the schools. 


H e was able to start a night school 


while located at Ham pton. 


In 1881 ho received the appoint­ 


ment which has resulted in his pres­ 


ent 
commanding position in negro 


educational affairs in this country. 


He was selected by the Alabam a leg­ 


islature to establish a colored nor­ 


mal school at 
Tuskegee, Alabam a, 


and thus became the founder of the 


present large and flourishing Tuske­ 


gee Norm al Industrial Institute. 


The original appropriation o f the 


legislature was smalWand inadequate 


and he was compelled to open his 


school in a dilapidated shanty and a 


church, with th irty pupils, and him ­ 


self the only instructor.

theory to tell Uim when his invest- 
ments are bringing no Income, nor to 
interpret the envelope that brings h!a 
employment to a close. The conditions 
of today did not exist in 1U12 when the 
Republican party was in power, and 
the country is full of men who realize 
that fact. Then there were good times. 
Nothing has happened in the mean- 
time to make a change but the change j 
in national administration. Therefore | 
that must be the cause. 


At the close of the last presidential 


campaign the Democrats announced 
with glee that the tariff question was 
settled, that the country iiad decided 
linnly and finally to put aside the Re- 
publican doctrine of protection 
and

working out of that policy has proved | 
that such a policy is one of revenue j 
for the foreign manufacturer only, and j 
with that the nation is not satisfied 
and never will be. 


Instead of. being settled, the tariff 


question will aagin be an issue and a 
very live one. 
In it there will be a 


new note, that of experience, in the 
discussion of it there will be facts pre- 
seuted, not the rainbow pictures of 
those who see visions 
and dream 


dreams. 


All over agnin will be tried out the 


issue of whether a man or a nation 
having a legitimate ami proper ad- 
vantage shall .sacrifice it in deference 
to a theory; whether men who have in- 
come and employment shall surrender 


j them on the ground that some im- 


aginary better thing will take their 
place: whether it is wise to suppress 
that instinct which bids a man to look 
after himself and his own. 


The New York Evening Post, inde- 


pendent, prints the following in its 
Washington correspondence: 


"An auaylsia o£ the congressional 


elections of 1912 and of the byelec- 
tions since then and a study of the re- 
districting done in various states have 
persuaded some of the Progressive and 
Republican leaders that there is an er- 
cellent chance to win the house in No- 
vember and overcome in that body the 
present Democratic majority of 145. 


"Several political and psychological 


elements enter into their calculations. 
They point to the fact that in an off 
year election the party in power al- 
ways loses ground; that no party in 
recent years has enacted tariff legisla- 
tion \vithout being "rebuked" for it at 
the next congressional election, except- 
ing only the Dlngley law, which was 
followed so closely by the Spanish- 
American war and a revival of pros- 
perity following a financial drought as 
to force the tariff issue into the back- 
ground; that the breach between the 
Republicans and Progressives is not so 
wide as it was in some states in 101'J. 
and the hope among the leaders that 
the swing of the pendulum this year is 
against rather than for the party in 
power. 


"Much remains to be done by the ad- 


ministration and by this congress,which, 
has a direct bearing on the congres- 
sional elections in November. The sat- 
isfactory settlement of a number of 
vexing 
problems 
might 
materially 


change the political aspect in various 
sections of the country so as to neces- 
sitate a complete revision of the figures 
now set dov/u by some of the sooth- 
sayers in the house as illustrative of 
present conditions. The fact remains, 
however, that the Democrats in con- 
gress believe at this moment that they 
are in for a slump at the November 
elections, the extent of which is mere 
speculation at tills time."
